1 . SANBORN'S, WHICH HAS AGENCIES ALL ALONG BORDER FROM BROWNSVILLE 
TO SAN DIEGO, AND WHICH SELLS ABOUT 70 PER CENT OF MEXICAN 
AUTOMOBILE INSURANCE WRITTEN IN THE U.S., HAS EXPRESSED GREAT 
WILLINGNESS TO COOPERATE IN THE DISSEMINATION OF NEW DRUG 
PAMPHLET. I SPOKE WITH MR. BILL SANBORN, SON OF THE OWNER 

OF SANBORN S, WHOSE MAIN OFFICE IS LOCATED AT 201 1 SOUTH 
TENTH STREET, MCALLEN, TEXAS 78051. HE SUGGESTED THAT 
DEPARTMENT SEND INITIAL SUPPLY OF 2,000 PAMPHLETS TO HIM 
AT THAT ADDRESS FOR DISTRIBUTION TO ALL SANBORN AGENCIES. 

2. PALMS INSURANCE CO., WHICH ALSO HAS LARGE NUMBER OF AGENCIES 
WHICH SELL MEXICAN AUTOMOBILE INSURANCE ALONG BORDER, ALSO 
EXPRESSED WILLINGNESS TO DISTRIBUTE PAMPHLET TO AMERICAN 
TRAVELERS WHO PURCHASE MEXICAN AUTOMOBILE INSURANCE FROM 
THEM. INITIAL SUPPLY OF 1,000 PAMPHLETS SHOULD BE SENT TO 

MR. TITO KROHN, PALMS INSURANCE CO., 2030 E. PAISANO, EL PASO, 

TEXAS 79995. MR KROHN HAS AGREED TO DISTRIBUTE PAMPHLET 
TO ALL PALMS AGENCIES ALONG BORDER. WHILE SANBORN'S AND 
PALMS COMBINED SELL PRACTICALLY ALL MEXICAN AUTOMOBILE 
INSURANCE COVERAGE ON U. S. SIDE OF BORDER, OTHER INSURANCE 
AGENCIES ALONG THE BORDER WHICH WRITE MEXICAN AUTOMOBILE 
INSURANCE COVERAGE POLICIES SHOULD ALSO BE CONTACTED. FARMERS 
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WILL SEND US 500 PAMPHLETS, WE WILL SEE TO IT THAT THEY ARE 
DISTRIBUTED TO FARMERS INSURANCE GROUP AGENCIES IN EL PASO, 
TEXAS AND SURROUNDING AREA. 

3. SINCE FEW U. S. CITIZEN TRAVELERS PURCHASE MEXICAN 
AUTOMOBILE INSURANCE ON MEXICO SIDE OF BORDER, WE SEE LITTLE 
OR NO NEED TO DISTRIBUTE PAMPHLET TO MEXICAN INSURANCE 
AGENCIES IN CIUDAD JUAREZ. 

4. CHIEF OF MEXICAN IMMIGRATION IN CIUDAD JUAREZ INFORMED US 
HE WOULD BE GLAD TO RECEIVE SUPPLY OF THE PAMPHLET FOR 
DISSEMINATION TO ALL U. S. TRAVELERS WHO APPLY FOR MEXICAN 
TOURIST DOCUMENTATION AND TEMPORARY IMPORT PERMITS FOR THEIR 
AUTOMOBILES. LIKEWISE, MEXICAN CONSUL GENERAL IN EL PASO, 

TEXAS WILLING TO DISTRIBUTE PAMPHLET TO U.S. CITIZENS WHO 
APPLY FOR MEXICAN TOURIST PERMITS AT HIS OFFICE. 

5. WE DO NOT BELIEVE IDEA OF HAVING MEXICAN CUSTOMS AND 
IMMIGRATION INSPECTORS AT MEXICAN PORTS OF ENTRY DISTRIBUTE 
PAMPHLET TO ALL CARS ENTERING MEXICO IS FEASIBLE, IN VIEW 

OF TREMENDOUS VOLUME OF VEHICULAR TRAFFIC INTO MEXICO AND 
FACT THAT MANY DRIVERS AND OCCUPANTS OF AUTOMOBILES ARE 
MEXICAN NATIONALS. SINCE MILLIONS OF AUTOMOBILES ENTER BORDER 
AREA ANNUALLY, MANY CROSSING SEVERAL TIMES DURING THE SAME 
DAY, TO DISTRIBUTE PAMPHLET TO ALL CARS WOULD REQUIRE 
STAGGERING NUMBER OF PAMPHLETS. WE BELIEVE THAT DISTRIBUTION 
OF PAMPHLET BY MEXICAN IMMIGRATION AND CUSTOMS AUTHORITIES 
WHO ISSUE MEXICAN TOUURIST PERMITS AND TEMPORARY IMPORT 
PERMITS FOR AUTOMOBILES OF U.S. CITIZEN TRAVELERS WOULD 
SUFFICE. AS INDICATED IN PARA 4, WE HAVE RECEIVED ASSURANCES 
THAT THOSE AUTHORITIES IN CIUDAD JUAREZ WILL MAKE APPROPRIATE 
DISTRIBUTION OF THE PAMPHLET. 

6. IF OTHER IDEAS OR SUGGESTIONS OCCUR TO ME AND THE MEMBERS 
OF MY STAFF, I WILL COMMUNICATE THEM TO YOU.
